Anniversary” in dark Roman. 
Circling the ring are seven mod- 
ern airplanes. The wording 
"United States Postage” appears 
across the top of, the stamp in 
one line of white Modified Ro- 
man. In the same style across the 
bottom appears “Sc U. S&S. 
Mail 5c”. ‘ 

Stamp collectors desiring first- 
day cancellations of this stamp 
may send a limited number of 
addressed envelopes, not in ex- 
cess of 10, to the Postmaster at 
New York City, with postal note 
or money order remittance to 
cover the cost of the stamps to 
be affixed.

John F., 
Wallace, first Chief Engineer, 


will be the subject for the 25- 
cent stamp. 


It had been originally planned 
to issue the stamps on August 
15, the anniversary date of the 
Canal’s opening, but since the 
date falls on Sunday this year 
it was decided not to delay the 
issue for several months for an 
appropriate date in the Canal’s 
history. 


General Davis was a member 
of the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion and first Governor of the 
Canal Zone from March 8, 1904, 
until May 23, 1905. He was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. Magoon who held 
office until October 12, 1906. The 
title of Governor of the Canal 
Zone was later abolished. Mr. 
Wallace served as Chief En- 
gineer of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission from June 1, 1904 
until June 28, 1905. 


The two new smaller denomi- 
nation stamps will replace cur- 
rent overprints of the United 
States of those values. The 25- 
cent stamp will be a new de-

picture of the design of the stamp 
to commemorate the Golden Jubi- 
lee of the Consolidation of the 
Five Boroughs into the City of 
New York. This will be an air- 
mail stamp with a value of five 
cents and is to be printed in red. 
An encircled map of the Five 
Buroughs forms the central part 
of the design. First day of issue 
of this stamp will be made in 
New York City on July 31. 

The stamp to celebrate the 
200th Anniversary of the Found- 
ing of Alexandria, Va. might be 
issued late this year, according 
to historical records the town was 
founded in 1749. It is located 
about six miles south of Wash- 
ington, D. C. on the Potomac 
River. 

At Alexandria, originally called 
Bellehaven, Braddock made his 
headquarters before marching 
against the French in 1755, and 
here, on April 13, the governors 
of New York, Massachusetts, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania and Vir- 
ginia met to form plans for this 
military expedition. 

Alexandria lay within the ter- 
ritory ceded by Virginia to the 
United States in 1789, but was 
retroceded again in 1846 and a- 
gain became a part of Virginia 
in 1847. During the Civil War 
Alexandria was occupied by Fed- 
eral Troops and was the capital 
of that part of Virginia which re- 
mained loyal to the Union. 

George Washington was one of 
the first vestrymen in the Old 
Christ Church of Alexandria. His 
pew, and that of General Lee 
are objects of great interest to 
visitors. 

The stamp to commemorate and 
honor William Allen White will 
undoubtedly be released on the 
first day at Emporia, Kansas, in- 
asmuch as this city was the home 
town of the author-editor. Until 
the time of his death in 1944, Mr. 
White was the owner and pub- 
lisher of the Emporia Gazette. 
While this newspaper might un- 
der ordinary circumstances be 
considered a small town product, 
Emporia boasts of a population 
of only about 15,000, it had a na- 
tional circulation because of the 
editorials and editorial comment 
which it contained. 

Mr. White’s views on domestic 
and international affairs were

OKAYS FIVE NEW STAMPS 


Gettysburg Speech, Alexandria, 
Rough Riders, Moina Michael And 
William Allen White Recognized 


Another five stamps have been approved by President Truman. 
None of those given the presidential go-ahead come as a surprise 
to the readers of this paper, since the possibility of their impending 
issuance was noted some time ago. At the time of the announcement 
of their release, none of them were accompanied with details of 
the first day of issue nor the location of the first day city with the 
exception of the stamp commemorating the 85th Anniversary of 
Lincoln Delivering His Gettysburg Address. This stamp will have 
its first day on November 19 in that Pennsylvania city. The Post

sought and given considerable 
weight by the administrations of 
both political parties. He had ale 
so written several books which 
enjoyed great popularity. 

The stamp to commemorate the 
50th Anniversary of the Rough 
Riders, brings attention to a 
group of cavalrymen who in their 
day were equally as “glamorous” 
as the fighter and bomber pilots 
of World War II. This group was 
distinguished by its “devil-may- 
care” attitude, and its disregard 
of personal safety in the face of 
enemy fire. They were a unit 
of the armed forces which the 
United States sent to Cuba to 
lift Spanish control of that coune 
try. 

Distinguished leader of the 
group was Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt the “Teddy” Roosevelt 
who became president in 1901. 

Possibly the most famous of 
the engagements in which the 
Rough Riders served was the 
storming of San Juan Hill on 
July 1, 1898. Their daring and ef- 
fective attacks made it possible 
for the foot troops to occupy that 
eminence just a few hours after 
the general attack had been 
launched. 

The remaining stamp will pay 
honor to Moina Michael, found- 
er of the annual Poppy Day fund 
solicitation. This stamp in her 
honor will be the fourth in the 
1948 program which will be dedi- 
cated to women. The other three 
are the Women’s Progress stamp 
which will carry the portraits of 
Elizabeth Stanton, Carrie Catt 
and Lucretia Mott, the Gold Star 
Mothers Stamp and one to honor 
Clara Barton, founder of the 
American Red Cross. °

Money Orders Now To 
Denmark, Netherlands; 


New Rate For Franc 


An official bulletin from the 
Post .Office Department states 
that money-order business with 
Denmark and the Netherlands 
which was suspended in 1940 will 
be resumed on July 1, 1948. How- 
ever, Denmark for the present 
will not issue money orders for 
payment in this country. 

The rate at which orders pay- 
able in Denmark shall be convert- 
ed is 1 Krone—21% cents, and 
the rate at which orders payable 
in the Netherlands shall be con- 
verted is 1 florin—38 cents. The 
maximum amount for which a 
single order payable in the Neth- 
erlands shall be drawn is Fils. 
100, but more than one order for 
that amount may be purchased 
at one time. 

The conversion rate for money 
orders issued in the United States 
for payment in France and Tunis 
has been reduced to 1 franc— 
ag of 1 cent, effective July 1,

I would 
be glad to hear of any other new 
issues which you readers know of. 

Lowndes County, Georgia also 
has a tax stamp’ in a 6c light 
maroon Liquor Decal. 

MONTANA. New Liquor stamps 
have been brought into use in 
this state. The central design is 
the state seal with “Use” at the 
right and “Tax” at the left in 
vertical oval panels. I have the 3c 
red and black on rouletted cream 
card. Who can inform us of the 
values and colors in the balance 
of the set??

You see this editorial which I have 
already torn up explained a bit 
about how easy and how economi- 
cal and how fascinating it was to 
get auction catalogs and buy at 
auctions. I feel certain that if I 
should recommend buying stamps 
at auction that there would be a 
si lot of complaint from dealers who 
GEO. LINN do not conduct auctions. So, I was 
Jed to tear up that editorial and that is the reason you are 
not reading it now, instead of this explanation. Anyhow, it 
has been too hot for comfort these past few days and prob- 
ably a lot of the boys would rather wait for cooler weather 
before buying stamps. 

Thus you can see what a hard time an editor of a stamp 
paper has about writing an editorial. No matter what you 
write about, someone is going to give you the deuce for 
what you do write about and since you can not please every- 
one you are always in a quandry as to what to do or what 
not to do. That is one of the chief reasons why editors and 
publishers of other stamp papers never write editorials, 

If we could write our political opinion we could rant 
and rave to our hearts content for public office seekers are 
open game for anyone to shoot at with anything, either in 
or out of season, but not so with the stamp dealers. Oh no, 
these boys have just got to be handled with kid gloves every 
minute of the week, and that is the reason we tore up our 
editorial encouraging those who had not been auction buy- 
ers, to try it once and learn what a fascinating and economi- 
cal way of buying stamps the auction route is. Besides it 
is too hot to wear gloves now. 


We Practice What We Preach 


We often point out to the stamp dealer that the time 
to advertise and go after business is all the time, and that 
means when you are busy as well as when you are not busy. 

Too few dealers think it necessary to advertise for more 
business when they are busy. Successful business men always 
set aside a definite sum for constant and continous adver- 
tising. That is what makes them successful business men. 

Right now our office force is being kept busy for a day 
or two at least in getting out a special letter and circular 
to all our advertising patrons. It concerns plans we are mak- 
ing for this coming fall. While it is hot and unpleasant here 
we are working toward bigger and better business for this 
coming winter and that is what kept Linn’s out in front 
most of the time. We never lay down and loaf over dull 
periods, but try to make some effort to produce business in 
the coming weeks and sure enough as we come to those 
weeks, catch up with them so to speak, we find that the 
seeds we had planted are growing. 

The letter and circular we mentioned above are of much 
importance to you. If you ignore them, you are going to write 
us this fall and ask us why you were not invited to partici- 
pate in the big thing we will be doing then. Thus, look up 
that letter if you laid it aside, you must act before August 
Ist or you will be left out in the cold.

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Club Says Attractive 
Identification Badge 
Is Now Available 


Last November .at the annual 
banquet of the Ford Employees 
Stamp Club of Canada of Wind- 
sor, Ontario the club sought the 
opinion of the guests on a design 
for a lapel pin which could be 
used as a universal means of 
identification among stamp col- 
lectors. The philatelic press il- 
lustrated the design which had 
been suggested and asked that 
interested collectors and clubs 
write to the Canadians and ex- 
press their opinions on it. 

During the past months these 
opinions and suggestions were 
studied, and used, so that now 
the club is announcing that it has 
produced a pin, the design of 
which should be recognized —in 
any country using the English 
alphabet. 

The overall size of the pin is 
%” x %”, It has a gold color for 
the general background and the 
lettering, while the center is red, 
and which is surrounded by a 
circular band in blue. Both of 
these colors are in enamel. In 
the center is a letter “P” in Old 
English style, while in the cir- 
cular band is the word “Philately” 
and three stars. The border of 
the pin has indentations resem- 
bling the perforations of a stamp. 

The club felt that this design 
would have an international sig- 
nificance, and one that would be 
acceptable to all collectors inas- 
much as its design favored no 
certain nation or’ group. The word 
Philately, while in English, is one 
that is recognized nearly every- 
where, 

In order to protect the rights 
to use the design without enrich- 
ing some non-philatelic firm or 
interests, the club is having the 
design copyrighted in the United 
States and Canada. The posses- 
sion of the copyright will remain 
with the Ford Employees Stamp 
Club of Canada. 

It is intended to keep the distri- 
bution of the pins on a non-profit 
basis. The actual cost of a single 
one of them is 50c which with an 
additional charge of 10c to pay 
for the postage, packaging and 
handling charge will make the 
total cost of a single pin 60c. 
Where clubs, dealers or other in- 
terested persons could see their 
way clear to ordering quantities 
of 100 or more of them, a re- 
duced price could be made from 
the one stated above. 

The club will assume the cost 
of having the original die made 
by the jewelry company which 
will make: the pins. A statement 
by Stanley W. Hill, president of 
the club, is worthy of note. He 
observes, “We have spent many 
hours of hard work, thought and 
considerable expense to bring the 
pin to its present stage. This is 
our donation to philately.” 

The pin appears to be a job well 
done, and will undoubtedly be 
accepted and worn by numerous 
collectors. : 

An advantage of the emblem is 
that it has a screw clamp on_it 
instead of a conventional pin, 
which makes it more secure and 
easier to change from one piece 
of clothing to another.

Rarely anything over 1 shilling.S 
Most of which sent to English 
Dealers where better prices obtain 
—so t’was said. The Bank mail— 
one gets the impression that there 
in some hook up with the New 
York City offices. At that it was 
quite stimulating to pick up items 
from unexpected sources, though 
in quantity is absolutely an excep- 
tion. A’ small lot of Trinidad— 
Scotts No. 29 was garnered at 
per 5c each—now cataloging in 
1948, $1.00 per copy. Not a poor 
gain considering the modest in- 
vestment. 

Manana took up the 6 weeks 
available here—the moments 
passing pleasantly between times, 
when a stamp deal wasn’t going 
on. Even this was a pleasure— 
being a case of having one’s wits 
sharpened without paying any- 
thing for the education. 

(Just a passing note here—St. 
Thomas and Charlotte Amalie are 
one and the same—the names be- 
ing used interchangeably.) 

But the boat was in, and St. 
Kitts and points south beckoned, 
thus the Stamp Hunt took on new 
fields. x 

St. Kitts was just an overnight 
sail and there the boat lay one- 
quarter mile out in the road- 
stead, giving the passengers, by 
virtue of the customary early 
morning arrival, a full days op- 
portunity to satisfy their vacation 
pleasures ashore. 

Briefly about St. Kitts 68 square 
miles—good roads—good cars— 
prices reasonable—22,000 popula- 
tion, mostly, again and yet to be, 
the little brown brothers. Sugar 
estates with their complete com- 
plements. Brimstone Hill, a tre- 
mendously large, remarkable, all 
hand laid red brick, now_disman- 
tled fort. And Monkey Hill with 
all that the name implies. 

Basseterre, the principal town 
and capital of St. Kitts, the streets 
of which are lighted at night by 
oil lamps, are wide and clean. 

As usual as obtains in the small- 
er British Colonies, the two com- 
peting banks near the Post Office, 
each housed in magnificent mas- 
onry—constitutes the life blood 
and principal semblance of digni- 
fied business in the one and only 
Public Square. Current postage 
stamps were bought at the Post 
Office of course—and since, have 
shown a nice increase in value. 
There are collectors here but the 
holdings deemed questionable as 
to their availability to warrant 
speculating on their acquirment 
—a 6 weeks wait for the next boat 
had something to do with if, and 
it was believed best to head for 
more active fields in the larger 
and more commercialized islands. 
There’s one nice thing about 
travelling amid the Windward and 
Leeward group of Islands, They 
are not far apart. A few hours or 
over night at most—finds one at 
the threshhold of still*a different 
island, whether a French or Brit- 
ish Colony. Variety is the spice of 
life—but to be on a different is- 
land nearly every day—lends its 
respective enchantment—and to

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tackle a new unknown stamp ven- 
ture does add gusto to a trip of 
this character. Boat’s short stay 
in some ports is a limiting factor. 
The amount of cargo decides this 
pretty largely. So one has to take 
the boats as he finds them and 
govern himself accordingly. 

So your scribe purposely neg- 
lected to predevelop sources at a 
number of the islands. Saving his 
metal as well as his mettle for 
some other known in advance 
holdings, with the fond hope that 
the purchase of any one of half a 
dozen prospects -would _ suffice 
Provided the material was of 
wanted types and _éé satisfactory. 
And that a deal could be made. 

So Guadeloupe and. Dominica, 
owing to small cargoes and need 
for short stays only, precluded 
any special stamp hunting, Other 
than the usual call at the Post 
Office and buying current items 
oftentimes finding a few odd val- 
ues of the older and preceding 
issues. This latter obtaining par- 
ticularly in watermark  distinc- 
tions of the British Colonies. Pre- 
sent catalogue reading shows a 
nice increase in value over what 
was paid in 1928. 

From the immediate last port 
of call, Dominica—it was about a 
40 mile enjoyable, overnight, lazy 
jaunt to St. Lucia, Br.

Which in its active days was al- 
most a parallel to St. Thomas, 
having been a great coaling sta- 
tion and retransfer point for the 
many small nearby islands. A 
splendid harbor and ideal docking 
facilities—and the town sure does 
turn out when the boats come in. 

Castries, capital and principal 
town of St. Lucia has some out- 
standing collectors, Philatelists it 
should be said, if the few well 
written up collections with their 
wealth of material, mostly British 
West Indies commencing from 
wayback, is any criterion to go by. 
Regular meetings are held—with 
the aplomb and dignity that al- 
ways graces a get together of 
transplanted Englishmen. An en- 
lightening observation as to how 
it is done, can be said? down 
under in the Tropics. 

Midnight boat departures are 

gala events here, same as, say, it 
used to be in New York Harbor 
for the big sailings. The long dock 
lighted up with electric lights of 
much illumination and brilliance 
highlighting the natives in their 
many hued garb, incessant visit- 
ing, lively chatter, each group of- 
fering many and varied handicraft 
of all kinds. The Salvation Army, 
an English institution found the 
world over wherever the British 
Flag flies—conducting their meet- 
ing—band playing well—especial- 
ly their undoubted favorite, On- 
ward Christian Soldiers. It would 
take a Victor Hugo to describe 
this dock scene from the best 
point of advantage, the upper deck 
of the steamer, and do it justice. 
Modern technique now would do 
it with a color film movie camera 
and it would be a worth while 
recording. 
All visitors ashore and the final 
midnight whistle blast, saw moor- 
ings cast off and on our way to 
Martinique—another easy, com- 
fortable nights boat ride.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


Limited Mail Service 
From U.S. To Israel 


On June 26, the Post Office De- 
partment announced the resump- 
tion of limited mail service to is- 
rael (formerly Palestine). Ordin- 
ary (unregistered) letters and post 
cards only, by surface or air, will 
be accepted for that nation. Let- 
ters may weigh up to four 
pounds six ounces, but are not to 
contain merchandise. 

Cost of the surface mail is as 
follows. Letters will cost 5c for 
the first ounce, and 3c for each 
additional ounce or fraction there- 
of. Postal Cards must bear 3c 
worth of stamps. Letters to go by 
air are charged 25c for one-half 
ounce, while air-letter sheets will 
erst the usual 10c. 

The Department stated that no 
arrangements have been made or 
completed for the delivery of mail 
to that part of Palestine under 
Arab control.

The left hand stamp on the above cover is a 35c 
in black which bears a portrait of Hernan Cortes, the great Span- 
ish explorer and soldier who conquered Mexico for Spain, The 
pair on the right illustrate the other value, a 70c in dark red violet, 
which pictures Mateo Aleman, noted Spanish author of the six- 
teenth century. First day covers were received through the cour- 
tesy of Carlos Lenze, Barquillo 29, Madrid Spain and M. Galvez, 








NEW ISSUES AND 
DISCOVERIES

ISRAEL: The new definitive 
issue evidently has been issued 
both perforated and _ rouletted 
since we have seen both the 3 and 
the 10 milliemes rouletted. The 
set is perforated 11x11 all but the 
3 milliemes value which is perfor- 
ated 10x11. 

ITALY: On May 30, 1948 at the 
third spring reunion of the Italian 
Philatelic Society in Venice, a 
special first flight from Venice to 
New York was made. Mail was 
carried by the Transadriatica Air- 
line from Venice to Rome and by 
TWA from Rome to New York. 
All covers bore a special semi- 
official air stamp of 100 Lire, a 
special pale blue cachet and a 100 
Lire airmail stamp, specially per- 
forated R.F.P.V. 7°48 (Riunione 
Filatelica Primaverile Veneziana). 
POLAND: A miniature sheet of 
62 plus 438 Zloty has appeared 
with the eight stamps of the sec- 
ond Culture issue, the sheet being 
arranged in a horizontally oblong 
format with the 1, 2, 3 and 5 zloty 
values in the upper row and the 
6, 10, 15 and 20 zolty values 
below. All stamps are in 
the original colors of the second 
issue and are in a green frame 
of holly leaves. Beneath is inscrib- 
ed “Kultura Polska,” the sheet 
number, the value of the sheet 
and the name ofthe printing con- 
cern, Courvoisier S.A. of Switzer- 
land. Above are the words “Poctza 
Polska” between which is printed 
the coat of arms of Poland in 
maroon, It is, in our opinion, one 
of the most attractive miniature 
sheets to appear in many months. 
RUMANIA: Three values and a 
miniature sheet were issued on 
May 1, 1948 for May Day, which 
propagandized the friendship be- 
tween Russia and Rumania, The 
8 plus 8 lei, red, depicts a globe; 
the 10 plus 10 lei, olive, depicts 
a man and woman peasant on a 
farm, and the 12 plus 12 lei, 
brown, depicts a worker with fac- 
tories in the background, The 20 
plus 20 lei, blue airmail, issued in 
a sheet of nine, was limited to 
35,000 copies. It depicts planes in 
flight. The set becomes obsolete on 
June 30, 1948. A special postmark 
was prepared for the first day of 
issue, 

On May 9, 1948, a set of seven 
values issued for “Army Day” ap- 
peared. 1.50 plus 1.50, lei red, for 
the infantry; 2 plus 2 lei, carmine, 
for the engineers; 4 plus 4 lei, 
brown, for the artillery; 7.50 plus 
7.50, dark olive, for mechanized 
artillery; 8 plus 8 lei, violet, for 
the navy; 3 plus 3 lei, blue, air- 
mail, fighter plane; 5 plus 5 lei, 
ultramarine, for the bombers. The 
set was limited to 40,000, good 
through July 9, 1948. 

The 7.50 lei commemorating the 
Government Printing works has 
appeared in a new 6 lei wine red, 
in consequence of a reduction in

Herewith in a 
jumbled manner are given the 
values, the pictures’ on the 
stamps, and the wording that ap- 
peared on each. Values:—lc, 2c, 
3c. Pictures:—Torch of Enlighten- 
ment; Statue of Liberty; 90mm 
Anti-aircraft Gun. Wording:— 
“Industry-Agriculture”; ‘“Secur- 
ity, Education, Conservation, 
Health”; “Army And Navy”. As- 
semble the values, designs and 
wording properly.

Which 
were they, and who was depict- 
ed?

It so happended that Willie, 
who was an ardent stamp collec- 
tor was asked by his teacher to 
make a sentence using the word 
diadem.

Willie is perhaps the kid who 
inspired the Youth of America 
stamp. 


This paper carried the news re- 
cently that the stamp to be is- 
sued to honor the Five Civilized 
Tribes: of Indians was the first 
stamp ever issued to honor and 
commemorate the “Red Man”. 
Not so, write Hopé Higgins of 
Portland, Oregon, and Richard 
Winograd of Bronx, N. Y. They 
point out that the Indian was 
commemorated on the Scott #’s 
565 and 695 of the 1922 and 1931 
issues. I am sorry to have to 
disagree. 

An American Indian was de- 
picted on the above stamps, but 
it was not in commemoration, for 
the issues were both regular ser- 
ies and not commems. Shown al- 
so were the Statue of Liberty, 
the Golden Gate, Niagara Falls, 
a Bison and the Arlington Am- 
phitheatre. All were incidental 
designs not intended to honor 
anything. 





Apparently some collectors are 
still confused about the Farley 
Newburgh and Byrd issues. They 
have not caught on to what is 
meant when the written descrip- 
tions of these issues detail what 
are their identifying marks. The 
only manner in which the Byrd 
and Newburgh Farleys can be 
identified is by a gutter between 
two stamps of the Newburgh is- 
sue and a thin line of color 
(known as a guide line) between 
two stamps of the Byrd issue (in 
the same place where the gutter 
is on the Newburghs).

The illustration shows a hori- 
zontal gutter block of the New- 
burghs:; There is a vertical gut- 





ter also. Where the two gutters 
cross in the center of the sheet 
of 400 stamps (which consists 
of four uncut post office size 
panes) the block thus formed is 
known as a cross gutter block. 
The Byrd’s have the line in place 
of the gutter of the Newburghs 
and at the same places. The 
Byrd’s therefore have what are 
known as line blocks and center 
line blocks.

On The Trail of the Mailomats: 
Four new installations to report 
this week. E. J. Lawless of Buf- 
ralo, N. Y. says that the one in 
that city “opened for business” 
ron June 24. There were two in- 
stallations in San Francisco ac- 
cording to two first day cards 
from A. G. Stayart of that city. 
One card was cancelled at the 
main postoffice on June 21, and 
the other at the Rincon Annex 
Station, same date. The Dayton, 
Ohio post office unveiled its ma- 
chine on June 25, First Day cards 
were received in proof of it from 
Dick Fullerton, Roy Gottschall, 
Jesse Schlegel and Guy Mudhenk. 


Philip Rosenblatt, 201 Eastern 
Parkway, Brooklyn 16, N. Y. 
wanted to know whether there 
was any list published by the 
Post Office Department, or other 
group which listed the post of- 
fices and the days on which they 
would inaugurate the Mailomat 
service. He would like to make a 
collection of first day cards from 
them. Do any of you readers 
know where such information is 
obtainable? 


My compliments to the person 
who sent the card bearing the 
June 27 cancelation from St. Paul, 
and the slogan for “Svenskarnas 
Dag”. The entire make-up was 
quite attractive. It had the new 
Swede stamp, the special slogan 
postmark, the Swedish Pioneer 
Centennial cachet and a poster 
stamp designating airmail in Am- 
erican and Swedish. On the re- 
verse side of the card was a short 
explanation in the two languages 
of the meaning and the founding 
of the day. 


The POD‘has cracked down re- 
cently on some users of Postage 
Meters. Reason? Because through 
negligence, the users had failed 
to change the date carried in 
the postmark to coincide with 
the calendar. The Department 
had to point out that such a date 
is recognized by the postal serv- 
ice, the addressee and all others 
concerned as prima facie evidence 
in lieu of the postmark placed 
on mail by post offices. Legal 
cases have been won, or lost by 
the submission of dated post- 
marks in court. 








Are Republican voters supposed 
to be influenced by the Adminis- 
trations authorization of a stamp 
to commemorate the 85th An- 
niversary of the Gettysburg Ad- 
dress? Are the dissident Demo- 
crats of the South supposed to be 
won over with the stamp to com- 
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memorate the 200th anniversary 
of the founding of Alexandria, 
Va.? Another wooing gesture is 
directed at the Republicans with 
the stamp for the 50th anniver- 
sary of the Rough Riders, the 
cavalry unit headed by Teddy 
Roosevelt. Probably the war vet- 
erans are thought of with the 
stamp for Moina Michael who 
is said to have originated the 
Flanders Field Memorial Poppy 
Day idea. Perhaps Kansas voters 
are to be influenced by the ap- 
proved stamp for William Allen 
White.

effort to tell how to do it. 

Nearly every dealer or embryo 
dealer finds out sooner or later 
what should be done, and general- 
ly he is left to his own devices 
or bitter experience to gain his 
knowledge. 

The author seems to have had 
a background which would lend 
itself very well toward the sup- 
plying of information to progpec- 
tive dealers. He probably has all 
the information about which he 
writes, but he certainly doesn’t 
present it in the manner required 
by a person wanting to know the 
ins and outs of the trade,

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THE OLYMPIC GAMES 
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(Editors Note: The following {s reprinted from the Emce Monthly Journal 
through the courtesy of the Marks Stamp Co., Ltd. 256 College St., Toronto, Canada.) 


The news that Great Britain 


is to have a special issue of post- 


age stamps for the Olympic Games to be held at Wembley in 1948, 
will turn the thoughts of stamp-collectors to previous issues of 
Olympic Games stamps. The Greeks held a great athletic festival 
every four years in honor of Zeus, the god who appears on the 25 
dr. Air-mail stamp of 1935. The chief events were chariot racing, 
wrestling, running, jumping and throwing the discus. The prizes 
were wreaths of olive. These Olympic Games were revived in 1896 
the first meeting being held at Athens. Greece celebrated this by 
issuing a long series of stamps showing some of the historical events, 
the 1 dr. value showing the famous stadium. 


The 1L stamp of this series for® 


the first International. Olympic 
Games shows two gladiators who 
fought in the arena for the en- 
tertainment of the people. This 
was a popular form of exhibition 
at the great Roman festivals 
where slaves and prisoners were 
obliged to fight and much hu- 
man life was wantonly sacrificed. 
The 5L and 10L stamps portray 
a discus-thrower. Throwing the 
discus was one of the most pop- 
ular contests at the original Greek 
games. The stamps show the con- 
testant at the moment just before 
the discus is thrown. He is look- 
ing straight ahead, but should 
actually be looking back at his 
discus, as the athlete on the Co- 
lombia Olympiad stamp of 1935 
is doing. This event was revived 
with the Olympic Games of 1896, 
and is now included at most im- 
portant meetings, the modern 
discus weighing 4% lbs. A throw 
of 140 feet is considered very 
good. 

The amphor, or vase, on the 
20L and 40L values is of the type 
often given to winners at the 
Panathenaic games. This parti- 
cular specimen depicts Pallas 
Athene, the Greek goddess of 
wisdom and war. 

Chariot racing took place in 
the hippodrome at these ancient 
games, and on the 25L and 60L 
stamps we see a fine specimen of 
the quadriga, or four-horse char- 
iot. Hermes and Victory are de- 
picted on the 2d and 5d stamps 
respectively, while a view of the 
Acropolis with the Parthenon ap- 
pears on the top value (10d). 

In 1906, the Olympic Games 
were again held at Athens, when 
Greece issued another series of 
commemorative stamps. The 1L 
and 2 L stamps show another dis- 
cus-thrower with what appears 
to be cricket-stumps behind him. 
On the 3L and 5L values is a 
representation of Atlas, who is 
supposed to have carried the 
heavens on his shoulders. He is 
shown again on the 20L stamp in 
the act of offering the golden 
apple of the Hesperides to Her- 
cules. The Hesperides were the 
daughters of Atlas and were ap- 
pointed to protect the golden ap- 
ples which Earth gave to Juno. 
To obtain some of these apples 
was one of the twelve “labours” 
struggling, with the giant Antae- 
us, whom he finally vanquished 
by holding him in the air and 
squeezing the life out of him. On 
the 30L stamps a wrestling match 
is in progress. Wrestling was 
brought to a fine art by the 
Greeks. The usual form was 
what is now called “upright.” The 
competitors, with well-oiled bod- 
ies, faced each other and the one 
who fairly threw his opponent 
three times was the winner. How- 
ever, the men on the stamp ap- 
pear to be wrestling on the 
ground, another form of sport in 











which the contestants might

strike, throw and maul one an- 
other until one of them owned 
himself defeated. 

Running is probably the oldest 
competitive sport. The 1dr. value 
of the Greek issue shows the run- 
ners in a race at the ancient 
Olympic Games turning at the 
post at the end of the stadium. 
The picture is taken from Greek 
amphora of the type presented to 
winners of such races. 

The 1920 Games were held at 
Antwerp, and Belgium issued 
three stamps for the occasion. A 
discus-thrower is seen on the 5c 
stamp and a runner on the 15c 
value. The 10c stamp depicts a 
triga, or three-horse chariot as 
used at the Greek chariot races. 

Four years later, in 1924, France 
was the scene of the 8th Olympic 
Games, producing four bi-colored 
stamps in their honour. The 10c 
value shows an athlete crowned 
with laurel, against a_ back- 
ground formed by the Stadium 
and Are de Triomphe. A female 
figure personifying France bear- 
ing a_ statuette, probably a 
Winged Victory, is shown on the 
25c stamp. In the background are 
Notre Dame, and Pont Neuf. On 
the 30c stamp we have a full 
length portrait of a naked ath- 
lete tearing a tree stump asunder 
with his hands. Lastly, on the 50c 
value we see an athlete in singlet 
and shorts, wearing a laurel 
crown and carrying an olive 
branch while he gives the Olym- 
pic salute. 

The 9th Olympic Games were 
held in Holland, and heralded by 
a series of eight brightly colored, 
interesting stamps.. The 14c val- 
ue depicts a single sculler, but 
if we turn to the German Olym- 
pic Games stamps of 1935, we 
shall find a pair of scullers in 
their skiff. Fencing has been pop- 
ular in Europe for many years, 
and the 2c stamp of the Dutch 
series shows a fencer in the “on 
guard” position from which at- 
tacks are made and parried. On 
the 15 pf. German Games stamp 
there is a fencer in the lunge 
position with right arm straight- 
ened so that his arm and foil form 
a horizontal line. Boxing is pre- 
ferred by most of us on this con- 
tinent to fencing, so you will 
note with interest the boxer on 
the 30c stamp of the Netherlands 
issue. The 3c value depicts a 
footballer and the 10c a runner, 
while a racing yacht appears on 
the 15¢c stamp. Another event in- 
cluded at most athletic meetings 
is “putting the weight”, illustrat- 
ed on the 742c value, where the 
athlete is using a shot or iron ball 
though sometimes a heavy stone 
is used. In either case the weight 
must be “put” by a fair push from 
the shoulder and not thrown. 
Horse racing has been a popular 
sport for centuries and probably 
followed quickly on the heels of 
chariot racing. The rider on the 
15c value of the Dutch Games 
series is taking part in steeple- 
chasing across country with nat- 
ural obstacles. The rider on the 
40 and 35 pfg. of the German 
Olympic, Games stamps is prob- 
ably steeple-chasing on a pre- 
pared course with artificial ob- 
stacles. 

The 10th Olympic Games took 
place in the United States, the 
winter games at Lake Placid, the 
summer events at Los Angeles. 
For the former, one stamp was 
issued, depicting a ski-jumper. 
Ski-jumping is the most expert 
side of the sport, a speed of fifty 
miles an hour sometitnes being 
attained. On this occasion both 
ski-jumping events were won by 
Norway. Two stamps were pro- 
duced for the U. S. A. summer 
Olympic Games, the 5c value 
showing yet another discus- 
thrower, while the 3c stamp 
gives us a good picture of a 
sprinter in the starting position, 
crouching with his hands lightly

rested, on the toes, in holes 
scraped in the track, to give a 
good push-off. 


The German Olympic Games |, 


stamps issued in 1935 and 1936 
are some of the finest ever pro- 
duced. Reference has already 
been made to some of them. Three 
values appeared for the Winter 
Games, the 12 pfg. showing ski- 
jumping. A skater appears on the 
6pfg. stamp, illustrating what is, 
perhaps, the most graceful of all 
sports. The 25pfg. shows a bob- 
sleigh team. Their sleigh is con- 
trolled by a steering wheel in 
front, the men behind aiding the 
steering by digging their heels 
into the snow and swaying from 
side to side. 

The Summer Games stamps 
were issued in May, 1936, and con- 
sisted of a set of eight values, 
some of which have already been 
described. It will be noticed the 
badge of five linked circles, the 
emblem of the Olympic Games 
is shown, wherever possible in 
the set of stamps. The 3pfg. val- 
ue shows an athlete performing 
on the horizontal bar, typifying 
gymnastics. A woman executing 
a shallow dive is seen on the 
4pfg. stamp, while the 8pfg. de- 
picts a javelin thrower. This e- 
vent has revived in popularity 
only recently. The javelin is a 
short, light spear, not less than 
8% feet in length, and when 
thrown should be held across the 
palm of the hand at about the 
level of the ear, as the stamp 
shows, 

One of the most interesting 
stamps in this series is the 12pfg. 
which shows one of the three 
thousand athletes who ran a torch 
relay through seven countries, 
from Greece to Berlin in 1936. 
The first man carried a torch 
kindled by the Greek sun. This 
was passed in magnesium torches 
from runner to runner through 
Greece, Bulgaria, Jugoslavia, 
Hungary, Austria, Czechoslovak- 
ia and Germany to Berlin. 

The next Games should “have 
been held in 1940, but war pre- 
vented them taking place. Howev- 
er in 1944. Switzerland issued 3 
stamps to mark the Jubilee of 
the Olympic Games. All of the 
same design, they show Apollo 
of Olympia behind the sign of 
the five linked circles. 

The 12th Olympic Games have 
so far been honored by Switzer- 
land with a beatuiful set of four 
stamps printed in three colors. 
Austria remembered the event by 
the issue of a large attractive 
stamp in blue showing the Olym- 
pic Fire coming from a sacrificial 
bowl. 

At the moment of writing it 
is not known what designs will 
appear on the British Olympic 
Games stamps. 


Fees Are Reduced 
By Expert Committee 


Effective July 1, the 
charged for certificates on sur- 
charged and overprinted stamps 
will be reduced to 50% over the 
basic fee of $5.00, instead of 
double as heretofore. This means 
that such stamps passed as gen- 
uine will be $7.50 minimum in- 
stead of $10.00. 

The expert committee meets at 
regular intervals to pass on the 
genuiness of various stamps that 
are submitted to their attention 
by collectors.

AMG STAMPS FOR ITALY

With the collapse of the Italian 
and German armiés in Europe the 
allies set up a military govern- 
|}ment in Venezia Giulia until a 
| decision should be arrived at as 
to whether the territory should 
|be given to Italy or Jugoslavia. 
| The area had been in dispute for 
| centuries, 

This territory was administered 
jointly by the United States and 
Great Britain, and it was decided 
to overprint Italian stamps with 
the letters A.M.G. V. G. (Allied 
Military Government Venezia 
Giulia). Three sizes of letters 
were used in overprinting these 
stamps listed in Scotts as types A, 
By &.

The letters of type C while not 
very much higher are much 
broader, than those of type A. The 
overprints vary in thickness of 
the letters particularly on the 5 
Lire Scott No. 1LN6. 

I will not list the stamps in the 
order of their appearance but 
rather according to their water- 
marks as this in my opinion is the 
simplest method. The numbers are 
Scotts: 10 centisimi fasces water- 
mark crown 1945 iLN1; 50 centi- 
simi with fasces watermark crown 
1945 1LN9; 20 Lire with fasces 
watermark crown 1946 1LN10; 20 
centisimi with fasces watermark 
crown 1947 1LNIA. 

The 20 cent. 1LN1A was acci- 
dentally issued as all Italian 
stamps were redrawn omitting the 
fasces and the remaining stocks 
were supposed to have been des- 
troyed. When this error was dis- 
covered the Italian collectors rais- 
ed a hue and cry of swindle; the 
Allies were forced to reprint the 
20 cent with fasces and overprint 
them in the same fashion. The 
original stamp is the same as that 
overprinted for use in Naples. The 
reprint having a brownish gum 
the difference can only be noted 
in the mint stamp. I am going to

The watermark crown paper 
was discontinued and there are 
three stamps issued on unwater- 
marked paper ILN7A, 1LN7B, 
and 1LN8. the balance of the issue 


being on paper watermarked 
winged wheel. The overprint, 
type A, is found on all stamps 


the size of our Presidential series: 
type C is found on all the stamps 
of the size of our special] delivery 
stamps; and type B is found on 
the 5 Lire No, 1LN6. 

There are a number of minor 
varieties in this issue such as in- 
verted watermarks, watermarks 
sideways and commas and other 
marks on the stamps _ brought 
about when the overprinting took 
place. These minor varieties can 
keep you very busy if you should 
care to look for them. The broken 
V.G. varieties I have noted are 
on 1LN1A, 1LN7A, 1LN7B, 1LN3, 
1LN9. 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that it is possible that this varie- 
ty exists on other values but I 
have not come across them as yet. 
The closed G variety on the 25 
and 50 lire values 1LN11 and 12 
while consistently appearing on 
every sheet does not appear to 
be a plate flaw, but an inking 


iflaw instead. The major varieties 


such as the inverted overprints 
pairs of stamps one without the 
overprint made their appearances 
so consistently that I am led to 
believe they were deliberately 


| smuggled out in hopes of snaring 


the American dollar, and_ the 
same for all of the other major 
varieties of this issue. I will list 
the varieties I have noted but 
hope that the average collector 
will understand that I do not 
place a very great monetary vale 
on these items.

Special Envelopes 
Carried From India 


According to Allen Thompson of 
East Cleveland, Ohio, the covers 
that were sent him on the first 
flight of an Internationa] nature 
from India took five days to reach 
him. The flight took place on June 
8 with the starting point at Bom- 
bay, thence to Cairo, and Switzer- 
land ending at London, England. 
From London his covers were 
transferred to a United States 
bound plane. 

Theré was an airmail stamp for 
the occasion which was valid on 
the one flight and the one day 
only, and was on sale for only ten 
days prior to the take-off. Value 
of the stamp was 12 amnnas, it re- 
quiring two'‘of these to carry the 
covers to this country. 

India’s postal administration 
had 8000 officially printed envel- 
opes of a No. 10 size for the flight, 
all of which were sent out on 
June 8.

t Tel Aviv, Haifa and Jerusa- 
Jem were closed. by order of the 
British authorities. The Jewish 

unity considered this order 
-gs a hostile act against them, and 
to parry the order the Minhelet 
Ha’'am—the forerunner of the 
present Provisional Government, 
took over. Since no_ postage 
ps were ready, the Minhelet 
Ha’am (translated this means 
“peoples Administration” — Ed.) 
ordered the overprinting of all 
available stamps of the Karen 
Kayemeth Le’Israel (Jewish Na- 
tional Fund). The over-print was 
made in both Tel Aviv and Haifa 
their respective districts. 

“It had been intended to do all 
the over-printing in Tel Aviv, 
put as the First Issue did not ar- 
rive in Haifa on time, the Tel

6,666 copies were issued. The 
small size First Day Cover has 
stamps up to 50 mils and 35,000 
copies were issued. All First Day 
Covers were entirely sold out.

“At the present time we be- 
lieve that the total quantity of the 
mint stamps of this series will 
be about 50,000 complete sets. The 
lower denominations, that is, up 
to 50 mils, are being printed by 
the millions.”

“The philatelists here are now 
busy cataloging the stamps is- 
sued. However, there is little 
hope of completing this task as 
there must be several thousands 
of varieties. The KKL over-print- 
ed stamps were cancelled with 
rubber stamps without dates and 
the wording entirely in Hebrew; 
for example, Minehelet Ha’am— 
Doar Rehovot, which means ‘For 
the Post Office of Rehovot.’ The 
issues were made entirely with- 
out philatelic influence or inter- 
est. However, after the surprise 
issue, the local collectors secured 
Covers cancelled to order to the 
tune of many tens of thousands 
of items so thy may be quite 
common. On e other hand, 
‘Bedarfsbriefe’, or covers with 
postage-due stamps, (these are 
the same KKL Stamps _ hand- 
stamped “T’) are very rare. Mixed 
franking, or covers which include 
both the new stamps and the 
stamps of the Mandatory power 
which were demonetized on May 
14, are not very rare. Although 
their usage did not conform with 
the regulations, old British can- 
celling devices were used during 
this period in cases where the 
clerk in the post office wanted to 
show the date and these items 
are quite rare. 

“Unfortunately, I was unable 
to watch the development of this 
interesting philatelic era because 
Iwas employed with the prepara- 
tion of the present regular issue. 
These were delivered punctually 
to all our Post Offices on May 16. 

“The new stamps were de- 
signed and printed in the record 
time of only 12 days. Neither good 
presses, sufficient perforation ma- 
chines, nor proper paper were 
available, so that the results ob- 
tained were generally acknow- 
ledged to be a good piece of 
work. 

“I was retained as philatelic 
adviser and did my best to avoid 
varieties, but not always with 
success, especially not in regard 
to perforations—practical inter-| 
ests often overruled philatelic 
reasoning. There are three per- 
forations: 10x 11, 11x10, as well 
a 11x11. In addition three de- 
nominations were also rouletted; 
namely, 3, 5, and 10. 

“In addition to the nine de- 
nominations (3, 5, 10, 15, 20, 50, 
250, 500 and 1,000 mils) on May 
16 an official First Day Cover 
was issued. This comes in two

In addition Eutenet Mathews 
had contacted Charles Ross, Tru- 
man’s press secretary, by tele- 
phone several times during re- 
cent days to receive assurance 
that the resolution would not be 
overlooked. 

Immediately after Truman had 
signed the resolution Mr. Ross 
telephoned Colonel Mathews to 
convey the news. 

U. S. Senator Francis J. My- 
ers, Philadelphia, introduced the 
Resolution in the Senate last No- 
vember 20. The Joint Resolution 
read as follows: 

Joint Resolution 

“To authorize the issuance of a 
special series of stamps commem- 
orative of the eighty-fifth an- 
niversary of Lincoln’s Gettysburg 
Address. 

“Resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, That the Post- 
master General is authorized and 
directed to prepare for issuance 
November 19, 1948, a special ser- 
ies of 3-cent postage stamps, of 
such design as he shall prescribe, 
in commemoration of the eighty- 
fifth anniversary of Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg Address.” 

The bill was read twice and 


8| then referred to the Senate Com- 


mittee on Post Office and Civil 


7| Service on February 2. That com- 


mittee conducted hearings and 
found no objections. 

The resolution then was sent 
to the House and referred to a 
similar committee which also re- 
ported favorably. Shortly before 
adjournment the House passed 
the measure and sent it to the 
White House for the President’s 
signature. 


Limited Mail Service 
To Great Lakes Ships; 
Former Method Is Out 


Great Lakes sailors were as- 
sured of still getting their marine 
mail delivery out of Detroit when 
the J. W. Westcott Co. was a- 
warded a four-year contract to 
operate a mail boat starting 
Thursday morning, July 1. 

At that time the recent mail 
boat, the G. F. Becker, retired 
from the service. 

The J. W. Westcott Co. submit- 
ted the low bid of $12,500 among 
five bidders. 

The Service was ordered drop-|a 
ped when bids were considered 
excessive. But protests to Wash- 
ington brought reconsideration. 
New bids were asked on the basis 
of reduced Service. 

Previously the mail boat was 
actually a floating postoffice 
with mail being sorted aboard. 
Under the new contract, the 
Westcott boat will serve only 
as a contract carrier. 

A shore station will be operat- 

ed by the Postoffice under Hans 
Yoki, superintendent of the river 
stations He will be aided by four 
clerks. 
The Westcott company has op- 
erated a private parcel delivery 
service to Great Lakes boats for 
many years.

Double Surcharge On 
San Marino Roosevelt 


In 1947, eight stamps for air- 
mail and six for regular postage 
were issued by San Marino in 
honor of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
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Later that year, new oust were 
surcharged on the three low val- 
ues of each of the categories. On 
one of these, shown here, the sur- 
charge was applied twice making 
a double surcharge variety. 


The stamps were issued in 
panes of forty each, five wide by 
eight deep. The illustration depicts 
the stamp from the upper right 
hand corner of the sheet, and close 
inspection will show the top mar- 
gin of the sheet on which the ob- 
literation over the old full value 
of the sheet and the new value 
have been struck twice, The origi- 
nal stamp was one of 5 Lire value. 

It has been the only sheet with 

double surcharge discovered to 
date according to K. Fatoullah of 
New York City. His firm is the 
owner of it. 








Convention Souvenir

When the Rowland Hill airmail 
semi-postal souvenir sheet was 
overprinted in commemoration of 
the meeting of the American Air- 
mail Society’s Convention in Ha- 
vana, Cuba, the Cfiban postal ad- 
ministration did not realize the 
popularity of the issue, Only 15,- 
000 of them were overprinted at 
the time, and these proved to be 
of insufficient quantity.
